Technician Exam Now 
A Little More Technical 


Ever since the FCC dropped the 
code requirement and the 
Novice license exam, the 
Technician Class license has 
really been misnamed. Being 
the first license that most hams 
obtain, it really should have 
been called the Novice license. 
The question pool was arguably 
at the appropriate level for 
newcomers to amateur radio, 
being heavy on rules and

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ELECTED TO LEAD THE CLUB 


Organizations led by volunteers need new 
leaders and seasoned veterans. OTVARC is led 
by an elected Board of Directors. There are four 
officers and up to five Trustees. Seven Board 
Members will be elected to serve in 2011. All 
four Officer positions are open for election 
every year. Officers serve one-year terms. 
Three Trustee positions will be elected, two for 
two-year terms and one for an unexpired term 
with one-year remaining. Any full member of 
the club may stand for election. All members 
may be re-elected without term limits. 


Our election process is spelled out in the club 
bylaws = (http://tinyurl.com/OTVARC-Bylaws). 
An Elections Committee is formed by The 
Board of Directors before the August club 
meeting. It is composed of at least three 
members, a Chair (who may be serving 
currently on the Board of Directors) and two 
additional members. All members who have 
been on the club roster for two years or more 
are eligible to serve on the Elections Committee. 


The Elections Committee is empowered to 
present a slate of nominees at the November 
club meeting. Their goal is to have candidates 
for all positions open for election, and to have 
multiple candidates, as possible, so that a true 
choice is available to members on their ballots. 


Our Elections Committee is not finished when 
they submit a Slate of Nominees. The 
Committee handles composition, distribution, 
collection and tallying of all ballots. Our 
bylaws call for a written ballot mailed by 
December Ist and returned prior to the time 
announced for counting of the ballots. The 
Election Committee announces the result at the 
December club meeting and conducts any 
necessary run-off election at that time. 


Our next Election will take place between 
November 18 and December 15. The Board of 
Directors has appointed Don Baldwin AA2V as 
Chair. He is seeking additional club members to 
serve as our Elections Committee. Will you 
serve?

operating practices, and perhaps a little light on 
technical topics. 


That's about to change. On July 1, 2010, the| 
question pool for the Tech test changes, and this| 
version has noticeably more technical questions 
than the previous test. You could say that the 
Tech test is getting, errrr, a little more technical. 


For example, the new question pool contains 
more questions about electronics components 
and their functions. In addition to that, 
examinees must also be able to identify the| 
symbols for these components on a schematic 
diagram. This is a big change from the previous| 
test, which had no diagrams at all. There are also 
more detailed questions about transistors and 
how they work. 


There are also questions on how to make basic 
measurements with a multimeter how to 
troubleshoot basic problems that Technicians are| 
likely to encounter. One question asks, "What 
two measurements are commonly made using ai 
multimeter"? Answer: voltage and resistance. A| 
follow up question asks, “What is the correct 
way to connect a voltmeter to a circuit"? Answer: 
in parallel with the circuit. 


To make room for these questions, the committee 
dropped questions on operating practices and 
rules and regulations. In general, these are not 
big losses, but two questions that | was sorry to 
see go are the questions on the “basis and 
purpose” of amateur radio. | think these are very 
important for new amateurs to learn and keep in 
mind. (If you don't recall them, go to 
http://www.arrl.org/part-97-amateur-radio and 
review them.) 


By the time you read this—or shortly thereafter— 
the new version of my No-Nonsense, Technician 
Class License Study Guide should be available. 
You can download it free of charge from my 
website, www.kb6nu.com. Look for the link in 
the right-hand column. It's currently in the hands 
of more than two dozen reviewers, who are 
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WASHCO Amateur Radio Corporation 
and the 440.35 MHz Repeater

REVIEW: “The Complete DX’er” 


“The Complete DX’ER” by Bob Locher W9KNI was 
published originally in 1983 by Idiom Press, the 
authors own company (Idiom Press, PO Box 
1025, Geyerville, CA 95441). It is now in its’ 
third edition (2003). It is the classic introduction 
to DX’ing. Bob Locher has collected his own 
experiences, lessons from his mentors and DX 
stations to create a readable 223 pages. His use 
of actual - and invented - stories gives a new DX 
operator a window into the competencies needed 
to succeed. 


Bob is now shy about offering his own opinions 
of new styles of DX operation and our foibles as 


operators. His opinions allow the reader an 
opportunity to consider personal operating 
practices. In Bob’s case, achievement of his 


DXCC goals led to another round of contacts as a 
QRP operation. He suggests new challenge 
allow us to never tire of the DX search. Bob’s 
discussion of operator courtesy takes the reader 
on a journey that leaves an unambiguous 
expectation that we always take the needs of the 
DX station as our prime focus, while requiring us 
to learn new ways of getting the contact as new 
operating styles emerge. Read this one before 
you read the new "A Year of DX" by the same 
author.
